AMERICAN PURCHASES OF 
IRISH TEXTILES. 

The Temes Trade Supplement contains some 
interesting comments on the present position im 
the various branches of the textile trade. The 
Belfast Correspondent reports that the pro- 
longation of the coal strike has brought still 
more machmery to a stand-still, though in 
recent, months no department has been working 
even half its normal capacity, The Correapon- 
dent adds :— 

“ Business with the United States is still of 
the sorting-up kind. However, it is to be noted 
that the group of ment buyers from 
Canada New York now in Belfast seem 
disposed to purchase in larger quantities than 
those stipulated for in the average orders re 
ceived by letter and cable from Transatlantic 
houses which have not ventured to send over 
representatives. The explanation would seem 
to be that buyers on the apot have had brought 
home to them the real situation and prospects, 
and recognise that not only will prices be higher 
later on and present stocks much reduced, but 
that a month or two hence spot delivery may 
not be guaranteed. Still another phase of the 
buying by United States buyers at present in 
Belfast is that they turn a deaf ear to the 
offers of union goods, no matter how attractive 
may be the advantages set, forth by. manufac- 
turers and merchants.” 

“ Transactions in linen yarns are more re. 
markable by reason of their variety than of 
their volume. There are a fair number of in- 
quiries, but litth actual business is carried 
through, as no manufacturer would care to buy 
a bundle. more than he actually requires to 
satisfy his orders on hand. Stocks of yarns in 
the hands of spmmers are, of course, being 
reduced, and thereby the situation tends to 
become more healthy and firmer week by week. 
Moreover, it is hopeless to expect any real 
recovery ih yarns until ordere for clath reach
